Army at the Front. 


MANILA, August 11.—General Mac- 


Arthur's troops remained last night a* 
Oalnlet 
The rebels had evidently 


fled, for the American outposts were 
not disturbed during the night At 
daybreak this morning a battalion of 
the 17th infantry started up the rail- 
road toward Angeles, four miles dis- 
tant. The party approachsd within 


1200 yards and opened fire with a field 
gnn. The rebels replied with a badly 
directed fire. The strength of the 
enemy not being known, the situation 
was reported to General MacArthui, 
who did not desire to send reinforce- 
ments and directed the reconuoitering 
party to 
return unless the rebels 


abandoned the town. It soon became 
evident that the rebels had fired the 
town and fled, leaving the AmeTicaua 
to occupy the place. A battalion of 
the 13th infantry was sent to reoon- 
noiter westward. Up to noon no firing 
was heard in their direction and there 
was no word from them. It is believed 
they encountered nothing. The iudi. 
cations are that the rebels are scattered 
for miles in every direction aronnd 
Calulet The insurgents lost heavily 
in the fighting around Onlnlet. It is 
believed that 100 were killed and 800 
or 400 hundred wounded. The lowaus 
killed 80 in one place; one company of 
the 17th, 12 in another. The Ameri. 
can loss was five killed 81 wounded> 
including three officers. 
The attack 


was a complete surprise to the in. 
surgents, \vno had no idea of 
the 


movement till the 
armoured 
car 


opened with two gatlings, a revolving 
cannon and a six-pounder. The heavy 
artillery opene'd on bcth flanks a 
moment later. 
A majority of 
the 


Filipinos were asleep when the attack 
was made. Men with large bells ran 
among the shacks arousing the sol- 
diers. The Filipinos tried to ambush 
the soldiers several times, the oonntr7 
being well adapted to these tactics, 
but without success. Officers highly 
commend the recruits of the various 
regiments. 


There is reason to believe the recent 


reports that the insurgents are shor' 
of ammunition, as well informed 
natives of Calnlet.say the insurgents 
had only 40 rounds each; that five 
more were Issued jnst before the fight- 
Since the American occupation of San 
Fernando the rebels tore op three 
miles of railroad between there and 
Calumet. It i» impossible to get an 
armoured car more than two miles 
beyond Son Fernando.

This fluid 
must have exit, or we die in a few hours.

It was suddenly enveloped on two 
sides by a hidden insurgent army, aud 
finally its rear also was involved. But 
for its stubborn resistance and the 
rush forward of re-enforcements the 
whole battalion would have met the 
fate of Cnster'a command. 


AU through the fighting in Luzon 


the custom of the Tagal soldiers, when 
so disposed, has been to hide their 
guns, put on the white clothes of civil 
life, and pass into our lines as friendly 
natives. | This amlgo fiction has run 
its course. It contains the seeds of 
assassination and of revolt in places 
naturally supposed 
to be 
secure. 


American soldiers deal sternly with 
treachery when it is clearly defined, 
and it is necessary that they should, 
since their ownllives, and army safety, 
depend upon vigilance against con- 
spirators as well as open adversaries. 
No doubt the majority 
of the people 


of Luzon are anxious for peace, *tout 
the insurgents have the guns and force 
non-combatants to do their bidding. 
Treachery is a well known Malay 
characteristic and it is not wise to 
trust to Filipinos beyond a certain 
point. It is gratifying to hear that 
the amigo business passes now for no 
more than it is worth.

Sand rivers of. remarkable size and In- 
erest can be observed on the island of 
an Cleinentp. From the summit of 
ome of the hills the island on th» west 
lope appears to be covered with gla- 
iers that fill the deep canyons, which 
at one time bore water down to the sea. 
'hey arc of sand and instead of flowing 
own they flow upward. Some are evi- 
dently 100 feet in depth and fillod from 
op to bottom with sand that Is ever 
reaching up, threatening1 the island, or 
lortion* of it, with devastation. Some 
if the rivers are so meru&ted that they 
resemble frozen snow, the surface in 


laces being cohered with small shells 
n such numbers that they can be 
scooped «p by hundreds. The animals 
lave evidently flied and become buried 
n the sand, which gradually blow* 
away, leaving the shplls in relief. 


That these sand rivers have been here 


or ages is evident from the remalnn 
found of the ancient inhabitants of the 
sland. In one spot what had appar- 
ently been a battlefield appeared, two 
score or more skeleton* being piled to- 
gether in confusion. 
Skulls were 


crushed and broken and leg bones frac- 
tured. Some of the bodies lay on their 
faces.; others were doubled up, a» 
though after a battle they had been cov- 
ered with sand. In the river bed were 
found many curious implements, mor-| 
tars of stone and ornaments of the 
pearly hnliotis. Tho writer found a 
shell filled with beads near a skull, and 
by one bkeleton, buried in a sitting posi- 
tion, were two flutes made from the 
bones of a deer, each Inlaid with prarl 
that had been selected for Its beauty. 


In walking over tho uirface of one 


sand river the writer suddenly found 
himself on the edge of a remarkable pit 
or JtepreBslon 100 or more feet deep and 
perhaps 100 feet across. The sides were 
of pure- gray sand, carved by the wind 
so perfectly t^at the surface tvaa 
smooth as though polished. It was a 
pit or cone hollowed out by the wind, 
and at the very bottom was a small bare 
place and a tree showing how deep the 
sand deposit was. The pit was at an 
angle Of perhaps 60 degrees, afld by 
jumping from the edge one would slide 
the 30 or 40 feet and find it difficult to 
make tho return in the sliding sand. 
Near here several smaller pits wore 
found, illustrating the peculiar power 
of the tvindf—N. Y. Sun.

"It has always been difficult—leare 


that word difficult—not 
exceedingly 


difficult, but just 
difficult,

more than that, not the slightest shade 
to add'-to ttiat—just dlfflcult- -to re- 
spond properly, in the right phraseol- 
ogy, when compliments arc paid to 
me, but it is more than difficult when 
the compliments are paid to a better 
than I—my wife. And ivhile I am not 
here to testify against myself—I can't 
be expected to do so; a prisoner 
In your own country is not ad- 
mitted to do so—as to which member 
of the family wrote my books, 1 could 
say in general that I really wrote the 
books myself. My wife puts the facts 
la and they make it respectable. In 
Mr. Grossmith's remarks there was e 
subtle something suggeBting my favor- 
ite theory of the difference between 
theoretical morals and practical mor- 
als. I try to Instill practical morals in 
the place of theatrical—I mean theoret- 
ical. But as an addendum—an annex, 
something added to theoretical morals. 
When your chairman, said it was the 
first tirnn he had ever taken the chair 
he divl r 
mean that he had not taken 


lots of other things. He attended my 
first lerture and took notes. This In- 
dicated the man's disposition. 


"Theoretical morals are the sort you 


get on jour mother's knee, in good 
books, and from the pulpit. You g-ather 
them in your head and not in your 
heart; they are theory -without prac- 
tice. Without the assistance of prac- 
tice to protect them It is difficult to 
teach a child, 'be honest,don't steal!" I 
will teach you how it should be done, 
lead you into temptation, teach you 
how to steal, so that you may recognize 
when you have stolen andfeeltheprop- 
er pangs. 


"The first time I ever stole a water- 


melon—that is, I think it was the first 
time; anyway, it was right along there 
somewhere—I stole it out of a farmer's 
wagon while he was waiting on another 
customer. Stole is a harsh term. 
I 


withdrew—I retired that watermelon. 
I carried it to a secluded corner of a 
lumber yard. I broke it open. It was 
green—the greenest watermelon rayed 
in the valley that year. The minute .T 
saw It was green J was sorry and be- 
gan to reflect. Reflection is the begin- 
ning of reform. 
If you don't reflect 


when you commit a crime then that 
crime is of no wse; it mi^ht just as 
well have been committed by some one 
else. You must reflect or the value 
is lost; you are not vaccinated apainnt 
committing it again. I began to reflect. 
I said to myself: 'What ought a boy 
to do who has stolen a green watermel- 
on? What would George Washington 
do, the father of his country, the only 
American who could not tell a lie? 
What would he do? There ia only on« 
right, high, noble thing for any boy 
to do who has stolen a watermelon of 
that class—he must make restitution; 
he must restore that stolen property 
to its rightful owner." I naid I would 
do it when I made that good resolu- 
tion. I felt it to be a noble, uplifting 
obligation. I rose up spiritually strong- 
er and refreshed. I carried that water- 
melon back—what was left of it—and 
restored it to the farmer and made him 
give me a ripe one in its place. Noivyou 
see that this constant impact of crime 
upon crime protects y6u against fur- 
ther commission of crime. It builds you 
up. A man can't become morally per- 
fect by stealing one or a thousand green 
watermelons, but every little helps."— 
From Speech at New Vagabond's Din- 
ner.

Heights on the north bank cf the 
Potomac, and London Heights, of 
Virginia, on the south bank of the

completely encase the 


little village. On a great hill is Jeffer-
